The emphasis this article may appear 
primarily Catholic, rather than, say, 
Mohammedan, Protestant, Buddhis- 
tic, any other religious viewpoint. 
But, clinical and consulting psy- 
chologist paramountly serving children

Parents the First Teachers 


The moral training and religious educa- 
tion the child should begin with the 
parents before the child’s birth. Pope 
Pius XII has indicated: “The offices and 
professions transitory and earthly 
life, which are certainly far less im- 
portance, are prepared for long and 
careful study; whereas for the fundamen- 
tal duty and obligation educating their 
children, many parents have little 
preparation, immersed they are tem- 
souls, every means their 
word mouth and written articles 
widely distributed, warn parents their 
grave obligations. And this should done 
not merely theoretical and general 
way, but with practical and specific ap- 
plication the various responsibilities 
parents touching the religious, moral, and 
civil training their children and with 
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indication the methods best adapted 
make their training effective, supposing al- 
ways the influence their own exemplary 
For all parents, whatever re- 
ligious faith persuasion, are the Pope’s 
words significance and relevancy. 

The field psychology recognizes each 
child distinct individual differing from 
others his own special characteristics. 
cannot truly and unequivocally classify 
children their actions their thoughts. 
may state and describe, analyze and 
evaluate, what may happen child 
certain times his development, but 
must ever remember that each child 
individual. Though all children will differ 
features, desires, words, thoughts, and 
reactions certain things, can make 
this statement applicable 
dren: That child’s religious ideals and 
concepts will influenced his experi- 
ences everyday life. time passes, the 
child then proceeds from the known the 
unknown, from the simple the more 
difficult, matters religious, educational, 
social, moral, aesthetic, emotional.

Use Wholesome Approach 


The intelligence the young child 
must approached through the senses, for 
through sense perceptions that con- 
cepts are formed the intellect. There- 
fore, imperative that teaching 
use whatever material aids will appeal 
the senses and help develop accurate 
concepts. But let not put the cart be- 
fore the horse, nor the mere aids before 
the teacher. The personal attitudes the 
teacher, the values she inculcates, 
and the manner which the teacher con- 
her task has far more profound psy- 
chological effect the child than the 
actual subject matter. 

Arithmetic, for example, may difficult, 
but the teacher can help the child ap- 
preciate its everyday value, and 
willing try learn more; disparaging 
humiliating remark the case the 
same child might lead hopeless and 
indifferent attitude that will persist into 
adulthood. Formal and correct self-expres- 
sion oral and written language may 
tedious learn, but encouragement and 
adequate motivation will spur the child 
struggle on. This perseverance the 
face difficulty itself valuable 
lesson and may set the pattern for similar 
adjustments that will undoubtedly occur 
the child advances into adult life. Good 
impulses and dawning ideals may easily 
blighted their incipiency the frost 
discouraging word scornful look; 
yet, with the warmth which penetrates 
farther even than light, the acorn could 
have stretched forth great oak. “On

They 
can help him exercise his intellect dis- 
cover and understand, far possible, 
the truths religious faith revealed the 
words and actions the saints. They can 
enlist not only the mind but the emotions 
well, and what the child learns can 
later transformed into values that will 
move his will significant action later 
life.

familiar most people. One the most 
common averages the mean. Another 
average popular the educational field 
the median. People readily understand 
these norms expressed averages. They 
use such terms average, below average, 
above average describe such familiar 
amount rainfall, etc. 

When use the norm average 
whole they are not apt err. But 
when they attempt interpret numerically 
individual’s standing within group 
they are very likely fall into error. 
Sigma, the standard score (expressed 
deviations from the mean) gives excel- 
lent interpretation the person proficient 
the science statistics, but for the 
teacher parent unfamiliar with statis- 
tical less its symbols for these 
terms, the sigma score remains 
him and, for this reason, test makers 
and publishers sought some familiar 
simple term which express norms 
averages. Hence the grade norm grade 
was introduced. Because its 
simplicity (we should say over- 
simplification) the grade norm immediately 
gained popularity and has retained it. 

Now, however, honest test publishers 
and educators have the serious problem 
warning teachers and others not stigma- 
tize child below the grade norm with 
grade equivalent score, since not really 
descriptive his work. Likewise, the 
teacher must not overinflate the child 
above the norm with grade equivalent 
even less descriptive his work. our 
purpose point out this danger misin- 
terpretation the grade norm and 
help the uninitiated avoid the error. 
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Danger the Grade Equivalent Score

Meaning “Grade Norm” 


grade norm defined the average 
(usually median) score obtained pupils 
given grade placement. grade 
equivalent the grade level for which 
given score the real estimated average. 
when mark points along the 
normal curve with grade equivalents 
show child’s position the curve that 
inevitably get off the road correct 
interpretation. The only point the fre- 
quency curve for particular grade which 
can correctly marked with 
equivalent the median point, provided 
the median score agrees with the median 
score the standardizing group. child 
who scores exactly grade level can 
said doing work typical his given 
grade and the grade equivalent cor- 
rect interpretation his score. 

The limitations the grade equivalent 
one departs from the average pointed 
out emphatically Gertrude Hildreth 
her Manual for the Interpretation the 
Metropolitan Achievement Tests. She ex- 
plains that, child grade five makes 
score with grade equivalent 7.6 some 
particular test, cannot said 
doing work typical the sixth month 
the seventh year. Although his score 
the same the child six months along 
the seventh grade, the composition 
his score may quite different. The fifth 
grade child’s score indicates more than 
average mastery the content his own 
grade and not average knowledge the 
content taught the seventh grade level. 
She points out that similar manner 
the fifth grade child with grade equivalent 
3.2 should not said doing work 
typical the second month the third 
grade for his score earned items 
based work and including the 
fifth grade level. The average child the 
third grade would probably not attain this 
score were tested the items 


which the fifth grade child gained the 
score with 3.2 grade equivalent. 


Deceptive the Uninitiated 


Thus see grade equivalent for 
score ambiguous. The score could at- 
tained average mastery the material 
for the grade which score the equiv- 
alent superior mastery the content 
lower grade. But the majority peo- 
ple take face value and speak 
child being year above below his 
own grade. 

Doctor Hildreth expresses concern that 
this the commonest use grade equiv- 
alents and says that, for this reason, their 
limitations should more widely known. 
She explains that the correct, and perhaps 
the most appropriate, use for the grade 
norm show the amount the devia- 
tion from the national norm the average 
score classes within school, whole 
grades within school school system. 

John Flanagan, University Pitts- 
burgh, discusses length the limitations 
the “oversimplified” grade norm his 
chapter the book Educational Measure- 
ments, 1951, edited Lindquist and 
published the American Council 
Education. gives the definition 
grade equivalent and then, order 
clarify the definition, gives step-by-step 
outline the procedure used setting 
these equivalents. then proceeds 
enumerate the limitations this norm. 
says, “All derived scores are subject 
some misinterpretations, but because 
their directness and apparent simplicity, 
grade equivalents are especially likely 
misused.” 

According Flanagan, test manuals al- 
most universally emphasize the 
amount overlap score distributions 
consecutive grades. spite this fact, 
comments, teachers and others find 
difficult realize this and hence not 
interpret grade scores properly. If, says, 
child entering fourth grade makes 
score with grade equivalent 5.6, one should 
not interpret this meaning the child al- 
ready knows the material taught 
the fourth grade and half the fifth. 
The correct interpretation more likely 
that has mastered unusually well the

Flanagan 
goes further and says that even the 
cept norm midscore with half 
the group falling above and half below 
difficult for those who not think 
statistical terms. Consequently, 
many people “reveal 
about norms when they imply that every 
one should come norm which has 
been established the score achieved 
exceeded one half the students 
the normalizing group. The use the 
grade equivalent tends encourage this 
confusion thinking. further confuses 
the matter when there are differences 
curriculum the significance grade 
designation, especially when the system 
seven-grade setup instead the usual 
eight-grade system. Norms based pupils 
finishing the eight-grade system would 
hardly applicable pupils finishing the 
seven-grade system. The norms would 
based pupils with added year 
maturity well instruction. 

Anderhalter, Ph.D., St. Louis Uni- 
versity, speaking before group 
teachers the Denver Archdiocesan Insti- 
tute for Teachers, September, 1955, ex- 
pressed his aversion the use the 
grade norm grade equivalent, because 
its susceptibility misinterpretation. 
said fourth-grade arithmetic pupil re- 
ceives grade equivalent norm 7.2 
arithmetic test simply means that 
the fourth-grade youngster has done 
well the fourth-grade arithmetic 
average seventh grader would fourth- 
grade arithmetic. should not inter- 
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preted that the fourth-grade pupil could 
average work seventh-grade arith- 
metic content. Too often, said, the latter 
erroneous interpretation the one given 
the grade equivalent score. Hence ad- 
vises care interpretating the grade equiv- 
alent score, better still abandon the 
use this norm. 


Norms and Standards 

All authors textbooks measurements 
and test manuals warn against confus- 
ing norms with standards. Norms represent 
average achievement. Standards are goals 
for which strive. These goals must 
fitted the ability the individual. The 
norm might impossible goal for 
someone who below average ability. 
Yet the grade equivalent stamps him 
not reaching his grade. demand him 
completely discourage him. But use the 
norm standard for one above average 
ability only encourage laziness and 
lack scholarship. 


Teachers Sometimes Confused 
Misinterpretation the grade equivalent 
often discourages beginning teachers. Just 
last summer young teacher enrolled 
measurements class said she was very 
happy she had taken the course, for 
other reason than get the correct in- 
terpretation the grade equivalent. She 
had felt that she was failing teacher 
because about half her class had grade 
equivalents below grade level. Another 
young teacher had the erroneous idea that 
all those with grade equivalents above the 
norm should pushed ahead another 
grade. 

However not just the young teacher 
who gets the incorrect idea from grade 
equivalents. Occasionaly well-meaning ad- 
ministrators and guidance counselors scru- 
pulously insist that all pupils must 
norm, even the month. refer them 
Measurements Today’s School 
Ross, page 293. speaking the limita- 
they (grade norms) tend imply degree 
exactness which the accuracy existing 
tests hardly warrants. Certainly un- 
safe take them literally their face 
value. still more serious limitation the 
lack comparability scores different 
tests. Adams, for example, found that eight 
well-known arithmetic tests rated the mean 
percentile 152 pupils all the way from 
the fifth grade eleventh grade, depending 
upon the test used. unneccessary 
comment upon the absurdity fractional 
norms situation like that.” 

grant test makers have made much 
progress improving the accuracy their 
norms since the study made Adams. 


But the following should convince anyone 
that insistence fractional norms still 
absurd. have here before table 
norms for the history section high- 
ranking battery test very 
viewed Buros’ Mental Measurements 
Yearbook. The standard error for the test 
9.2; this permits range 18.4 the 
standard score and this expressed grade 
equivalents gives range one year and 
nine months (approximately years). The 
error 6.2 standard score, 
the range for the standard score 12.4 
range one and one half years grade 
equivalents. This being the probable error, 
could expect student’s score vary 
that much one half the time. view 
this, can hardly lay stress frac- 
tional grade equivalents. The range have 
given for the seventh- and eighth-grade 
levels. Growth the lower grades more 
rapid than the upper grades, hence 
real difference one year grade equiva- 
lent for the second third grade might 
serious, but for the seventh eighth 
grade might entirely insignificant. 
recent directive principals New York 
City, two grades below class level were 
advised basis for retention non- 
promotion pupils. 

Most grade equivalents are estimated. 
Tests are administered two three times 
during year the group and grade norms 
computed, then the grade equivalents for 
the intervening months are estimated 
interpolation. Grade norms above below 
the grades which the tests are given are 
called extrapolated norms. Tests publishers 
admit their manuals that these extra- 
polated scores are little better than guesses 
and such have little value, any. Yet, 
test users clamor for grade equivalents 
interpret scores made above average 
pupils the upper grades. Test publishers 
yield this pressure and publish norms 
high grade 11, though they admit 
grade equivalents beyond the grade eight 
are almost entirely devoid meaning. Even 
with grade equivalents the eleventh 
grade, teacher good eighth-grade 
class chagrined when, possible, 
the 11th grade norm too low for one 
half her class though the range scores 
her high scoring pupils large. The 
grade equivalent inadequate norm. 
simply does not give her any valid inter- 
pretation for her better group. 


Remedy 

would futile point out danger 
and then not suggest remedy. Anne 
Anastasi, Ph.D., professor pschology 
the graduate school, Fordham University, 
states that, for most cases, norms which 
indicate the pupil’s achievement within his 
own grade are the most satisfactory for 
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the evaluation achievement tests. She 
says percentile-within-grade norms are 
being increasingly employed for that pur- 
pose. The individual’s percentile rank 
determined reference normative 
sample his own grade. Nearly all good 
test publishers furnish these percentile 
norms well the grade equivalent norms 
which, though popular, are questionable 
merit. 

simple example will suffice show the 
superiority the percentile norm over 
the grade equivalent norm. the his- 
tory section the achievement battery, 
mentioned above, pupil grade 5.2 level 
receives standard score 209, his grade 
equivalent 7.5, which makes him appear 
accelerated more than two years. 
However, refer his percentile rank 
for his grade find the per- 
centile. This, grant, good relative 
rank, but when realize that per cent 
the normalizing group his own grade 
rated above him, are not apt 
misinterpret his achievement being two 
years accelerated. Actually, above 
average achiever his own group, su- 
perior, but not very superior. 


for Parents 


Though the majority are now 
familiar with percentile ranks, anyone 
hesitates use these ranks because 
fears parents will interpret them per- 
centage grades, then, suggest that 
translate the percentile rank into common 
fractions. child has percentile rank 
75, report the parents that 
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the upper fourth his class; 
then say the upper fifth. Use simi- 
lar expressions for those below the median; 
report child being the lowest tenth, 
lowest fourth, etc., for his grade. Any 
intelligent parent can understand and, what 
more, accept this description his 
child’s standing more readily than can 


accept having his child rated two 
three grades below his own class level. 
Test scores are valuable only insofar 
they are interpreted correctly. All teachers 
should feel professional duty acquire 
least elementary knowledge statis- 
tics applied test interpretation. 
recommend that all teachers read Doctor 
Helen Walker’s excellent article entitled 
“Statistics, Sense and Nonsense,” page 18, 
Teachers College Record, November, 1954. 
For those who have not had course 
measurements, will encouraging, 
encouraging, hope, that they will enroll 
for such course. Doctor Walker main- 


tains that one has “congenital allergy” 


for things mathematical. elementary 
course statistics measurements 
perhaps the best way convince oneself 
that not “mathematical moron” and 
rid oneself imaginary allergy for 
statistics. 

Those, who have thorough even 
moderate foundation statistics, will find 
Doctor Walker’s article stimulating, 
stimulating, perhaps, that they will answer 
her challenge pioneer the work 
introducing the study statistics the 
high school curriculum. She thinks 
within the range the high school student 
and should given that level since 
knowledge statistics essential for all 
our modern civilization shot through 
with statistical concepts.

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Must Teach Apologetics 


Due conditions our times, youth 
today are confronted, more than ever be- 
fore, with onslaught questions con- 
cerning their religious beliefs. Many 
the questions asked them are from well- 
meaning acquaintances who are eager 
know more about the Catholic religion, 
while others are purely anti-Catholic 
their approach. either case, nec- 
essary that boys and girls our Catholic 
high schools have some kind prepara- 
tory course enable them the better 
manner comprehensive the average non- 
Catholic. This course could incorporated 
into the regular class, but order prove 
profitable, should given definite 
period time. 

true that most religion courses 
touch upon these issues, but the length 
time devoted them not long enough 
give students firm grasp the ma- 
terial. Six nine weeks concentration 
questions and answers the junior 
senior religion class should suffice, pref- 
erably the junior class, because students 
that age are just beginning take 
part time work that brings them into con- 
tact with the public. Most the questions 
asked those not the Catholic Faith 
are routine; possible master 
many the answers, and every person 
going out Catholic school going 
asked these questions time and time 
again. 

This need major importance and 
vital necessity. Its neglect may mean the 
loss many possible converts and the 
admission defeat students when they 
are called upon explain their convictions. 
Regular courses religion are basically 
adequate handle these questions, but 
scheduled time concentrate them 
alone would prepare students give un- 
derstandable explanations and thus be- 
come real missionaries.

first response was, “Surely you can 
answer such questions these, after at- 
tending Catholic school for eleven 
years?” 

The simple, straightforward reply was: 
“We should prepared answer them, 
but the fact is, that are not. Probably 
could answer some them after 
little research, but not right off the bat.” 

After further discussion with these boys 
and other students, came greater 
realization the difficulties facing youth 
when they are outside the environment 
the Catholic school. 

first move was find something 
way question and answer that would 
helpful them. looking over the list 
pamphlets offered the Catholic In- 
formation Society, New York, Y., the 
one entitled, Catholic’s Ready Reply 
appealed me. asked few the stu- 
dents they wished order copies for 
them. surprise, not few, but 
least fifty students wanted them. This 
alerted the fact that there must 
definite need that are overlooking 
our religion courses, and prompted 
formulate brief questionnaire that 
presented 110 juniors and seniors. The 
results this survey are follows: Those 
who think that they would profit 
inquiry class, because their religion classes 
not cover such questions adequately 
80. Those who think that their religion 
classes offer all necessary preparation 30. 
was interesting note that those who 
thought their classes adequate were, for 
the most part, students with lower I.Q’s. 
the following findings, the students’ 
answers reveal astounding facts: 


Students Request Help 

“Four years high school religion does 
not cover the necessary area for meeting 
questions about our religion. Our classes 
are mainly concerned with equipping 
Catholics live our Faith, but they 
not give enough information defend 
our Faith society where one comes 
contact large extent with non-Cath- 
olics.” 

not think religion courses have 
been sufficient. have not been taught 
how calmly and intelligently answer 
cutting remarks and questions that seem 
silly us. can prove there God, 
but how many non-Catholics are atheists.” 

feel that the present senior religion 
course apologetics fine preparation 


experience has been very helpful pro- 


viding answers most the questions 
frequently asked about the Church. Yet, 
the regular class cannot cover everything. 
six week question and answer forum 
such the Young Christian Students’ 
Movement would even more helpful.” 

“The religion course taking now 
sufficient that instructs Catholics 
the kind life lead, but think 
something more could added equip 
help non-Catholics realize what 
have.” 

“My religion course the best high 
school student can receive but not 
sufficient. Definitely more time should 
given questions that many are 
not equipped answer.” 

not feel that- religion classes 
have been sufficient prepare an- 
swer questions. personal experience 
with non-Catholics has proved that 
know enough religion satisfy 
across others.” 

“My apologetics course excellent, but 
think more time should given 
enable answer questions non-Catholics 
ask. the same time, this would 
strengthen our own personal beliefs, be- 
cause some things that were formerly based 
faith alone can shown have 
logical basis.” 

think that had special ques- 
tion and answer course high school 
probably would have more converts. Many 
times there are questions you want ask 
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the teacher, but the topic out order, 
you hesitate so. there were 
time set aside for that would nice.” 

“There should course which you 
prepare yourself for defense your re- 
ligion against Protestant anti-Catholic 
accusations.” 

think there should special 
question and answer course for high school 
students. pay attention our religion 
non-Catholic asks question concerning 
our religion. have special 
course. those who never listen religion 
class now wouldn’t listen this course 
either. think might prove in- 
teresting class, but regular religion classes 
teach enough.” 

“No. think such course would

movies are used supplement sci- 
ence text directly the intermediate 
upper grades, they should short, unless 
they are shown during the latter part 
the year. There are science films value 
which take only ten twelve minutes 
show. film the reasons for studying 
science great value the start 
the year reinforces the textbook. 

science class does not possess 
cient ability watch film and put its 
observations effectively into writing, the 
film’s content can studied through the 
use the question. Being able ask good 
questions part scientific ability and 
means obtaining scientific knowledge. 

Common-sense concern 
should prevent any teacher from allowing 
his pupils take notes only the light 
reflected from screen. Requiring pupils, 
however, able ask questions 
each other after film has been shown 
effective means developing abilities 
and increasing knowledge. have had 
great deal success working with slower 
rupils this manner the 
method one useable connection with 
films. 

The slow pupil will feel encouraged 
efforts learn given such chance 
check impressions gained from film. 
The questions can asked the teacher 
other members the class during 
question-asking period. The teacher should 
provide help the form bits in- 
formation given such pupils. These bits 
must taken from the film and di- 
rectly related the questions asked. 

The following summation the 
points presented this article impor- 
tant considering the teaching value 
scientific movies. 

Scientific movies can help 
ning the training the professional sci- 
entist and giving knowledge and de- 
veloping ability needed the average 
American citizen. 
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Purposeless use immature pupil 
interest can destroy the teaching value 
movies. 

The use scientific movies without 
accompanying study will create only 
consciousness science. 

Measurement work done with such 
movies should rate knowledge gained, or- 
ganization such knowledge, and under- 
standing shown.

Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has said would 
rather have man vote than not vote, 
even were vote against him.

millions voters stay home. But

One the 
strongest and amazing organizations 
that Scott Foresman, producing read- 
ers for Catholic and public schools. Its 
staff, larger than that any university 
and competent even for membership 
faculties schools education, 
year-round organization continually 
working the problem. This firm 
has, too, excellent staff effective 
teachers who demonstrate 
classroom teachers. 

There are many good textbooks 
the Catholic field, there are pres- 
ent time many poor ones.

With the help group teachers 
from each the grades, prepared 
one, submitted the superintendent, 
and published order receive 
suggestions for improvement. were 
told that “the nuns” could not teach 
that curriculum. Our response was that 
with good textbooks they could 
very much better job than was being 
done. good who has 
since become leader her Order 
and head its only college under- 
took the job preparing the first book 
first grade classroom parish 
school.

Ornamentation Prestige Names 
One aspect our problem was worth 
noting. The members the board 
the Catechetical Institute were large 
prestige names Jesuits. They had 
nominal administrative function and, 
course, those who select textbooks 
should not deceived prestige 
names that have nothing with the 
actual making Textbooks, and fortu- 
nately so, for they can render real 
help. But developing this series

Dedication and Sacrifice Required 
The suggested co-operation between 
universities and publishing houses 
based the experience just described.

Uni- 
versities, ordinarily, particularly Cath- 
clic universities, could not afford 
publish the curriculum with its prospect 
limited sales, but publisher stepped 
and published for the cause.

books. There must dedication and 
sacrifice all stages, there 
quality; and the school authorities 
should support quality. For example, 
maintain that was enough pay five 
ten cents for the catechism when 
you were paying many 
amount for other textbooks hardly was 
evidence sense values. use 
book “our” schools because mem- 
ber our Order prepared not 
expressing attitude worthy the 
profession the teaching Order. The 
participation diocesan superintendents 
schools the preparation text- 
books should the same spirit 
the participation city superintendents 
public schools, many cities. City 
superintendents, these cases, receive 
royalties from the sale the books 
their cities. Publishers should pub- 
lish all books the basis quality 
and not means securing the 
good will persons who help choose 
textbooks. 


Plea for the Kindergarten 


The doors our Catholic school kin- 
dergartens are closing. Too few Sisters 
staff them and not enough lay teachers 
hire, the explanation. What be- 
come the five-year-olds thus refused 
admission the parochial school? Are 
they wait another year and face the 
difficult task combining orientation 
formal schoolwork with the work itself? 
Let speak for itself. 


Why the Kindergarten 

First-grade teachers, themselves, most 
frequently advocate kindergarten training 
for the five-year-old. The change from 
home first grade too abrupt, these 
teachers tell us. Kindergarten, they say, 
necessary transitional period, stepping- 
stone the learning drill subjects. 

After year kindergarten, the child 
familiar with the school routine. has 
behind him year spent learning learn. 
and subtract, and further develop his 
communication skills. 


Backward 100 Years 
Kindergartens have become integral 
part our nation’s educational system. 
close their doors 100-year step back- 
ward, for 1955 marks the 100th anniversary 
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Ottumwa Heights College 
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the first kindergarten the United 
States. Mrs. Carl Schurz, pupil Fried- 
rich Froebel, founder the kindergarten 
movement Germany, opened the coun- 
lirst kindergarten Watertown, Wis., 
1855. Mrs. Schurz enrolled the children 
German immigrants, and hers was 
German-speaking school. The idea spread, 
and 1873 the nation’s first public school 
kindergarten was opened St. Louis. 

Now teacher shortage threatens the kin- 
dergarten which important every child 
because offers experiences children can- 
not possibly get home. There are ex- 
periences social living, creative activ- 
ities, language growth, and training 
specific skills auditory and visual dis- 
crimination. With group discussions the 
child’s vocabulary increases. The 
told (and which retells) are 
invaluable pre-reading experience. The op- 
portunities provided for group play and for 
creative ventures teach the child get 
along with others, co-operate, and 
share. 


Purposive Play 

The objection raised, “kindergartens 
are only playrooms.” Yes, but play 
with purpose. Every hour the kinder- 
garten session planned. Every game, 
story, and activity has cumulative effect 
the child’s readiness for formal educa- 
tion. There are opportunities talk, 
create, and construct. Make-believe 
games encouraged. Workbenches, 
equipped with hammers, saws, and other 
real tools are provided. The free play 
kindergarten rich, creative purposeful 
activity. And boys and girls kindergar- 
ten age want purpose their play. 

The typical kindergarten today fol- 
lows Froebel’s plan child 
bright, happy, sunny place where young 
children can play and sing and dance, 
they grow physically, mentally, emotion- 
ally, and spiritually. this kindergarten 
the child’s environmental 
broadened. meets citizens his kind. 
this miniature world participates for 
the first time community living. 
accepts given him. 
(Perhaps feeds the fish waters the 
growing plants). learns give 
others their social rights and learns 
accept what others have give. Self- 
control learned while listening, while 
taking turns. Individual plans are adjusted 
group plans. 

And the child becomes adjusted 
school life. Under the guidance 
teacher trained look beyond the actual 
situation, plan and fit experiences to- 
gether, keeping future school experiences 
mind,? matures. 


Spiritual Advantage 

And matures, religion, which the 
keystone the Catholic kindergarten, 
means more and more him. Through 
talks, discussions, picture studies, and 
stories, concepts Catholic dogma are 
gained. The God-Man and His Blessed 
Mother are most real the five-year-old. 
What kindergarten teacher cannot tell 
the saintliness her charges? deep, 
meaningful religious experiences they nar- 
rate? God’s friends, the saints and angels, 
are truly their friends. And these five-year- 
olds are surely God’s children! 

The kindergarten child, really quite in- 
tellectually mature, curious and eager 
for facts. interested and enthusiastic. 
guided along educational paths. 
struggle through this age unassisted? 
placed the first grade without 
readiness training? so, will ever 
“catch up” through want what has been 
denied him?

Poor Remedy 


Many parents, whom 
viewed various times, firmly believe 
“not sparing the rod.” When Johnny 
troublesome, they apply corporal punish- 
ment, and that’s that. No, isn’t. Corpo- 
ral punishment isn’t isn’t 
the answer six-year-old’s problems 
all. 

Suppose you are firm adherent 
sparing the rod,” what can you accomplish? 
The punishment lasts for two minutes; 
Johnny cries for five; total seven 
minutes, the entire incident forgotten. 
Johnny free “get into mischief all 
over again.” There immediate action, 
temporary solution, but there 
lasting effect. 


Teach Understanding 


First and foremost, sure that Johnny 
understands what required 
what teacher mommy are telling him 
do. Suppose, using the positive approach, 
you say, “Once our line formed, 
shall keep silence.” The first time Johnny 
begins whisper, laugh, otherwise mis- 
behave line, call him aside. Privately, 
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[stirs speaks sleepy voice]: 
Yes, Mother. 

Judy, it’s long after bedtime. 

[sits up]: Oh, my! must have 
gone sleep! [She walks toward front 
stage, and looks

giving Johnny four definite ideas:

Third, gets the idea that will 
punished continually and deliberately 
refuses what you say. 

Fourth most important idea 
will soon discover for himself that 
far better good and rewarded, 
than disobey and concomitantly 
punished. 


Good Leadership

plication psychological principles

How Can Harmony ACHIEVED 
BETWEEN CAPITAL AND LABOR?

When one speaks “capital” and “la- 
bor,” means the two groups which effect 
the production wealth. “Capital” used 
for capitalism, and for laborers, 
that the conflict discussed the Holy 
Fathers means conflict between persons. 
This distinction important because only 
persons are moral beings; only persons 
know and will right and wrong. 
think the conflict being between the 
money and machines the one hand, and 
physical exertion the other, would 
not viewing moral issue. 

God gave the earth man for his 
needs; man holds his claim the earth 
his own industry and the laws the 
individual peoples. The right possess 
from nature, not from man, and the State 
has only the right regulate the use 
private property for the common good. 

Ownership not only individual 
right, but belongs man head his 
family. way can meet his obliga- 
tions head the family except the 
ownership property, which can trans- 
mit his children. The law should favor 
private ownership, and its policy should 
owners. 

Violence and destruction are not rem- 
edies and the right strike not right 


destroy. right cease from labor 
when every other effort correct wrong 
has failed. 

The hours labor must sufficiently 
short allow for rest and recreation for 
soul and body. 


just wage does not merely depend 
free contract, for man’s labor not 
merely personal; necessary. man 
accepts less, victim force in- 
justice. 

man wants just wage, should 
decent day’s work for it. Even em- 
ployers can’t manufacture dollar bills. 

order avoid undue State interfer- 
ence, boards arbitration should es- 
tablished determine conditions that are 
equally favorable. Associations employ- 
ers’ and workers’ associations are value 
bringing about mutual understanding 
and co-operation among all classes. The 
state should foster such groups men 
have natural right form them for 
mutual benefit and only those that en- 
danger the State should forbidden. 

Workers’ associations should or- 
ganized and governed furnish the best 
and most suitable means for helping each 
individual member better his condition 
the utmost, body, mind, and prop- 
erty. The foundations these associations 
must religion. The offices these so- 
cieties must distributed for the good 
all. Among the purposes each group 
tinuous employment, and establish insur- 
ance against sickness, injury, and old age. 

Some workers’ associations 
trolled subversive elements. The Chris- 
tian workers must wrest control from bad 
leaders else form Christian associations 
that will develop along just and honest 
lines. 

remedy must found quickly for the 
evils that press cruelly the working 
classes, owing the greed unrestrained 
competition. The Communist proposes the 
abolition private property the rem- 
edy. This proposal futile un- 
just, and the greatest sufferers from the 
proposal would the working classes. 
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The solution the capital and labor 
problem calls for the united efforts 
employer, employee, the State, and the 
Church. All efforts will vain the 
Church left out, for the Church that 
proclaims the principles Christ’s teach- 
ing, which the conflict may brought 
error believe that class naturally 
hostile class. The very opposite true. 
Capital cannot without labor nor labor 
without capital. The Church draws capital 
and labor together teaching each class 
its duties toward the other. labor the 
Church says: Carry honestly every free 
contract you have made. Avoid violence 
and disorder. And capital the Church 
says: the laboring man not slave, but 
holds the dignity man and Christian. 

The Church, its concern for the spir- 
itual interests, does not neglect temporal 
and earthly interests. wants the poor 
rise from poverty. the fact that calls 
men imitate the Christ life, promotes 
temporal prosperity and human happiness. 

Labor nothing shameful nor or- 
dinary poverty, evident from the life 
Christ, “Who, whereas was rich, for 
our sake became poor.” 

Life for all classes but preparation 
for eternal life. Wealth, property, wages 
are not ends themselves. They are the 
instruments man’s salvation. The one 
thing importance their right use. 

Christianity lived today would mean the 
solution the labor problem; would 
unite capitalists and laborers, because 
each would see the other brother 
Jesus Christ.

lions living human beings. Their 
thoughts, their emotions, their prejudices, 
their hopes, their frustrations, their at- 
titudes, their dispositions, and even their 
characters have been shaped and molded 
thousand and one circumstances and 
events that have influenced them and their 
forefathers over the long years. 

All these human relations the past 
are now but printed paragraphs upon the 
pages history. Their effects, however, 
remain. You can see them the faces and 
read them the words the man the 
assembly line, the steel-worker the mill, 
the miner from portal portal, the neatly 
dressed, cleanshaven, underpaid, and grum- 
bling clerical worker. The fruits today 
are the seeds yesterday.

That Shakespeare not age but 
for all time presents challenge teach- 
ers and students alike the study one 
the great plays has its place the 
required course study. one doubts 
the perennial interest the great master- 
pieces character delineation, but 
stimulate the wheels excited thought 
the mind temperamental sophomore 
arouse timid freshman favor- 
able attitudes toward the initial reading 
iambic pentameter lines mean 
task for any teacher. The barriers 
sluggish thought unfounded aversion 
must dispelled enthusiastic guide 
who truly “in love” with the plays and 
recognizes them avenues character 
study and development.

These very ten- 
dencies accentuate student sympathy, for 
the pupils note the effect fatal incite- 
ments and overmastering opportunities 
man who could have been genuine hero. 
These provide excellent examples for class 
discussion Macbeth’s guilt, the effect 
passion, the predominant traits am- 
bition and fear. (According Bartlett’s 
Concordance mentioned three 
times Macbeth and “fear,” times.) 
The fear complex has tremendous influ- 
ence Macbeth’s actions, for Lady Mac- 
beth’s words, “Screw your courage the 
sticking place and will not intensify 
his feverish activity and render any in- 
decision futile. proceeds from one vile 
act another until the human 
kindness,” which was once his prized pos- 
session becomes the gall murderous 
blood. 


Teacher Guidance 

The wise teacher will direct the thinking 
his students, showing the pitfalls 
Macbeth’s character, and the downfall 
the “could-be soul conflict. The 
prudent guide will point out similar, though 
less pretentious opportunities the lives 
his students for the attainment good. 
There may not kingdoms possess 
but youthful ambition can conceive oppor- 
tunities attaining high places. The 
rightful way may often determined 
the example literary figure. What 
not this case, powerful anti- 
dote for using evil means. Questionable 
methods will never determining factor 
promoting enterprise. 


Class Discussions 
After reading the play, 
pausing after every scene check under-

the Freedom Crusade. All the parochial 
schools the Diocese were accredited the 
state board education during the past year. 


Successful Lunch Program 


The annual school report for the Arch- 
diocese Cincinnati for the year 1955-56 
recently released contains extensive report 
the school lunch program operation. 
The National Lunch Program, which was 
adapted Cincinnati ten years ago, show- 
ing definite signs progress. This past year 
there were 103 schools holding federal school 
lunch contracts for the Type program which 
provides for the child’s dietary require- 
ments for the day. There were 3,761,787 
Type lunches served and 1,400,744 bottles 
milk were served children bringing 
cold lunch from home. major factor the 
success the program was the labor donated 
women the parishes.
